Lawson Speaks At 


Anniversary Services 


Thursday evening saw the con- 


tinuance of its 42 Anniversary cele- | 


bration when the United Chureh 
was again filled to capacity to hear 
an outstanding inspiraional address 
by Dr. Andrew Lawson of 
Central United Church, Calgary, on 
the subject “Building Bridges.” 


He defined a bridge as a structure} 


made to join together two places 
otherwise separated and he stress 
ed the fact that there must be such 
a structure built to join the divided 
areas of our world to-day. 
must be a bridge to span the gulf 


between capital and labour; be- 
tween the comfortable and the 
poor; between the races of our Do- 


minion; and between the nations of 
the world. 
The world has become such a 


small place that we have to hve to- 
gether whether we want to or not. 
The nations have been forced into 
a neighborhood and yet they do not 
know how to be neighborly, the 
speaker said. 

Bridges of Understanding are re - 
quired, he pointed out, so that we 
may problems through the 
light of the eyes of others, not just 
our own. 

He further stated that it is the 
laymen of the churches that must 
build bridges. Christianity 
is layman’s movement. If. the 
world is to be saved it is up to the 
laymen as well as to the ministers. 
People have long waited for min- 
isters to convert the world and it 
is time that they wakened to the 
fact that this can only be done 
through earnest co-operation be- 
tween the laymen and the ministers 
with the help of God, Dr. Lawson 
declared. 

He went on to say that the ma- 
terials used to build the bridges su 
far have failed. We thought Science 
could do it; then Education; then 
Politics; then New Economic sys- 
tems, all these have failed. Why? 
Because haven't tried the ob- 
vious——-T Principles of Jesus 
Christ. 

We cen only have a better society 
when we have better people said 
Dr. Lawson. There can be no world 
peace until the people are at peace 
with themselves. 
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They must be built 
meaning Intelligent Good- 
if they are to hold, 


Dr. Lawson's concluding remarks | 


stressed the urgent need of these 


bridges and that they can only and| 


will only be built when laymen set 
to work to strive with all their 
strength to build them guided by 
Christian Principles.

TREES 

Many towns and some of tht 
farmers have been pruning back 
ieir deciduous trees. Some of 


}these trees have been pruned last 
year. The new growth reaches, in 
}some cases, four and one-half to 
five feet in length. This is what 


ve call bark-wood or growth, and 


i is not very strong. Heavy rain 
jer wet snow will split off many of 
these new branches, leaving your 
wind break or trees along the 


streets in a horrible looking mess. 
To overcome this difficulty, farm- 


ers should have pruned back last 
years growth at least one-half its 
length, and shaped the trees by 
runing in direction or shape they 
vish it to grow. This work can 
even be done at the present time, 
<0 if you get a rainy day, or can 


afford a man to do it for you, see 
that some of this pruning is done.

Order your trees in sufficient time 
so that you will not be disappointed 
in having all the treas distributed 
before your order is received. Mr. 
P. D. Hargrave trom the Horticuk 
tural Station at Brooks gave a very 
interesting talk to the Service 
Board members at the Edmonton 
conference. In this talk, he said that 
trees can be used to prevent snow 
trom drifting on the roads, In the 
province of Manitoba, this idea was 
followed through very carefully. 
They find that trees planted back 
from the road 125 feet in the north 
and south roads, and 150 feet on the 
east and west roads’ eliminated 
show plowing, Where deep cuts 
ane on the road allowances, these 
trees should be planted back frona 
the cut at least 200 feet and plant- 
ed in somewhat similar position as 
the snow fences. 

After these trees are well estan- 
lished, they require very little main- 
tenance and the Department of Pub- 
lic Works will not have to erect 
snow fences. This has been foun 
so successful in Manitoba that the 
overhnment assists the farmers in 
lanting the trees
